Minimum favored by the Senate commission, the 

Wage Law. principal provisions of which are: A 
state industrial commission is to be created to estab- 
lish a minimum wage for women and minors in the 
various trades, occupations and industries; the mem- 
bers of this commission are to be appointed by the 
governor for three years, are to receive a salary of 
$2,000 and traveling expenses, two of them are to be 
appointed from the majority party, the other one 
from the minority. 

Business concerns are required to give information 
to this commission so that as soon as possible after 
its formation it is to establish a minimum wage, until 
which time $7.50 a week will be considered the mini- 
mum. Fines and imprisonment are provided for the 
violation of this act and each day during which the 
employe works for a less wage is to constitute a sep- 
arate offence. 

This law will not affect the retail hardware dealer 
directly, perhaps, for few hardware merchants hire 
women clerks, and the few women bookkeepers em- 
ployed by them are paid more than the minimum 
wage, but the price on many of the articles which 
the hardware dealer buys probably will be affected. 
If the cost of production is to go up because of the 
increase of wages provided for in this bill, the price 
to the retailer must of necessity go up in proportion. 
Whenever there is a decided increase in prices the 
retailer as a rule shoulders the bulk of the burden. 

If wages are increased—especially if they are in- 
creased by law so that the employe feels no sense of 
obligation to the employer for the increase—the 
amount of work will not necessarily be increased and 
in all probability each woman will continue turning 
out the same amount of work as she is at present 
producing. But, no matter how small the earning 
capacity of the employe, she must be paid at least this 
minimum wage. 


The price to the dealer therefore may reasonably be 
expected to go up. Whether or not you approve of 
this agitation for a minimum wage, you must consider 
the changes that it is likely to make and the biggest 
change as far as you are concerned is in the increased 
cost of the goods that are made by workers enjoying 
the benefits of the minimum wage law. 

Probably the only course of events that would result 
in the maintenance of the present price level would be 
for the manufacturer to realize that as long as he has 
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$2.00 Per Year. 


to pay a certain minimum price to every worker he 
hires he must get rid of the incompetent ones and 
keep only the more skillful workers. If it is possible 
for him to do this and to have perhaps a smaller force 
but one consisting entirely of highly efficient employes, 
he may be able to produce the same quality of goods 
at the same price because his workers will balance 
with added speed and skill the additional salary paid. 








THE advertising manager of one of the large cata- 
log houses is reported to have told the following story 
A about two towns in Kansas. One of 
Lesson from them has remained stationary in popula- 
Two Kansas tion; it has gone back in appearance; it 
Towns. has made no progress in a business way ; 
the merchants are at loggerheads, and the territory 
surrounding it is a paradise for mail order concerns. 
The other has many modern stores, the owners of 
which work in harmony; both with each other and 
with the country people ; the town has grown in popu- 
lation, importance and prosperity; its streets are well 
paved; its business and official buildings handsome 
and well kept up—and last of all, the mail order 
houses have a black mark against it, because they do 
not get sufficient returns from their advertising in the 
surrounding territory. 





The story is a true one. It was told to a friend of 
the editor of AMERICAN ARTISAN, who has investi- 
gated conditions in the two towns and found the de- 
scription by the catalog house advertising manager 
correct in every detail. 

To some there might not appear to be any con- 
nection between the facts as stated in the foregoing, 
but to those who go beyond surface appearances, the 
rule of cause and effect is so plainly shown that it is 
strange so many retailers fail to see why the people 
in one community should “favor” the catalog houses, 
while in the other these concerns have practically 
ceased to solicit business. 

The failure to work together, in the first place, is 
the cause of the merchants losing business. Their 
jealousy of each other other prevents them from co- 
operating with each other lest one of them should 
reap a little bigger benefit in the general result. And 
the jealousy is but a sign of their unprogressiveness. 
Underhanded and cut-throat competition teaches the 
consumers to look for “tricks” and to generally dis- 
trust those who indulge in such measures, so when 
the mail order house sends its catalog and other ad- 
vertising matter to such a community the ground is 
fertile and the seed of distrust develops into orders 
for the mail order house.

Now that we have analyzed the situation, it should 
be an easy matter to find the remedy, but there is a 
vast difference between finding and applying a rem- 
edy, and no matter how good the remedy is—if it is 
not applied, it will not be effective. The remedy to 
be applied must cure the disease, which is the jealousy 
among the retailers. And no outside agency can make 
this remedy effective, unless the retailers themselves 
are willing to do their part. 

When the retailers of a town throw away their 
petty jealousies and co-operate with each other along 
the proper lines, then—and then only—will they be 
able to accomplish the defeat of the forces which now 
threaten their very existence. 

And not only must they be willing to co-operate. 
but their work must be properly directed. The mere 
fact that they act in concordance will not bring them 
more and better business. They must spend their 
efforts in the only manner which has proved effective 
in this competition. 

They must go after business, instead of waiting for 
business to come to them. They must advertise their 
merchandise—by illustration, by description, by price 
—not for the purpose of underselling their local com- 
petitors, but for the purpose of proving to the people 
in their community that they are in position to serve 
their community to the best advantage—value for 
value, service for service. 

And this is the only method -by which this outside 
competition can be overcome. Harping on the matter 
of “home trade” for the mere sake of trading at home 
never has and never will stop mail order buying. Tell- 
ing consumers that the local merchants are “entitled”’ 
to their trade will not induce them to buy their sup- 
plies from the local store. Intelligent illustration of 
the retailers’ ability to serve them always results in 
“home trade’’—because it is based on the only sound 


argument.

Will admit that it—at least—is a good 
Community : : ; as 
Co-Operation©OMbination and certainly it is a com- 
Makes Better bination formed with the idea of boost- 
Conditions. ing its own trade; but there is one kind 
of combination formed to boost trade which restrains 
nobody and which does not need investigating by a 
dollar-a-minute trust buster. This is a combination 
of the business men of the town—men in every line— 
and the farmers of the surrounding country. 
Community co-operation has come to stay. Peo- 
ple no longer believe that a town stops at its city 
limits—that it is a sort of civic island. The wise 
business man today, whether the farmer trade actual- 
ly brings money into his pocket or not, knows that 
the good of the surrounding country is his good, and 
the up-to-date farmer realizes that when “our town” 
is prosperous he has many advantages. City and coun- 
try are getting nearer together every day. Many 
farmers now retire to the city after they have amassed 
sufficient wealth and knowing that some day the town 
will be their dwelling place they take an interest in 
its present welfare. 
City people are going out into the country more and 


more every year. The rich man is buying his farm 
where he can ride his hobby—in the form of dairy 
cows or blooded chickens—as much as he pleases, 


Poorer people are taking up little garden plats so that 
around every fair sized town today there is a grad- 
ually widening belt inhabited by men who work jy 
town until supper time and then in their truck gard. 
ens or chicken yards until dark. The city people who 
plan some day to buy a little home in the country 
certainly ought to have an interest in the welfare of 
that part of the country beyond the boundaries of the 
city. That there is such an interchange can be seen 
in the interest taken in such a question as schools, 
Take for instance a county where there is a city say 
of 60,000 and a total for the county of about 90,000. 
A city of this type as a rule will have a fine high 
school and the farmers take a great interest in that 
high school. They intend to send their children into 
school when the youngsters are old enough or perhaps 
on the other hand they intend going into town to live 
in later life and the matter of schools will be of as 
much importance to them as to the town people. 

In the same way the city man, who is planning to 
get a two-acre plot in the country near an interurban 
line so that he can work in town, takes a great inter- 
est in the country schools. 

The city and the country people today have more 
respect for and appreciation of each other than ever 
before. The country boy has, found by playing base- 
ball on Sunday with a team from town that came out 
on trolley car that the city boy is no mollycoddle; he 
can run as fast, bat as hard and, when the umpire is 
unfair, fight as strongly as the country boy. The city 
youth has learned by listening to the farmer boy talk 
about autos, phonographs and silk socks that he is 
not the “moss back” that he was supposed to be. 

Leaving aside the financial question there are many 
reasons why country and city should get together to 
boost “our town.” 

3ut the financial reasons are worthy of considera- 
tion, too. First of all, it goes without saying that if 
the town is prosperous the farmer will find a good 
market for his produce. Furthermore, if the town is 
prosperous there will be good, up-to-date stores so 
that he may buy what he wants at fair prices. The 
stores will carry larger stocks than they would in a 
poverty stricken place, and be able to give a better 
value. 

On the other hand it is equally apparent at first 
glance that the city businessman should be interested 
in the financial welfare of the farmer. Farmers to- 
day are no longer existing on a diet of fat pork, nor 
wearing cotton jean clothes. Their wants are becom- 
ing more and more varied every day. In the typical 
county spoken of above the up-to-date merchant will 
find that if he carries the right sort of goods and if th: 
farmers are prosperous, in place of catering merely to 
the 60,000 people who live in the town he will have 
an additional 30,000 in the country who will read hi 
ads in the daily paper—which comes to them by rura! 
delivery—to find out what they will order over the 
telephone to have him send out to them by parcel post. 

It is a case of hands across the city limits line— 
the people in a county who have the same interests @' 
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‘ 


eart should join together to make “our town” bet- 
‘er and richer—whether they live in the country or 
inside of the town’s boundaries.

“Three thousand, four 
hundred and eight dollars,” he was told. 

He started to write the check, then paused. 

“T suppose you'll throw off the 400?” he suggested. 

He was told that the firm made the lowest possible 
price and could not recede from it. 

He listened to this but did not seem greatly im- 
pressed, 

“At least you'll throw off the eight dollars?’ he 
asked finally. 

Now this concern considered it a matter of prin- 
ciple not to cut the original price and they declared 
that they could not “throw off” anything. 

The rich man closed his check book and hurried out 
of the place before they could remonstrate. 

The members of the firm thereupon got together 
and decided that they would do what many other 
automobile agents do daily—give a discount to make 
a sale. They called up the rich man on the phone, 
told him they not only would throw off the $8.00, but 
the $400 as well—but he already had bought a rival 
machine, 

The auto concern made two mistakes. If they were 

going to cut the price they should have done it in the 
‘irst place—which would have sold the car even if it 
‘ad created a bad precedent. On the other hand, if 
they did not intend to cut the price they should have 
tood pat. Thinking it over later the rich man would 
ave come to the conclusion that they really had made 
ie lowest price possible if they could not afford to 
row off $8.00 in order to sell a $3,000 car ; that they 
eated all buyers alike and that they would be a good 
‘rm with which to do business next time. 


They lost not only the present sale but any chance 

of future business with this customer.

FREDERICK W. BEACH. 





In the sheet metal trade, Frederick W. Beach is 
known as a walking encyclopedia on anything that 
pertains to the sheet metal business. Everybody 
knows that an encyclopedia is a storehouse of infor- 
mation and that definition exactly fits Mr. Beach. 
There are some irreverent souls who dare to assert 
that Mr. Beach dreams about sheet metal and its va- 
rious uses, and that in his reflective moments his 
entire time is given to thinking up new uses for sheet 
metal or variations on its present use. This, however, 
is probably untrue, but it is one of the tributes that 
every man of genius must expect to be favored with 
from those who are not so well equipped. 

Mr. Beach hails from the state whose sons are gen- 
erally known as Hoosiers, having been born at Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana, on April 19, 1871. The records of 
his boyhood years do not contain any astonishing ma- 
terial. ‘He seems to have had the usual proclivi- 
ties of all small boys for fish- 
ing, baseball and other sports 
that are indigenous to Indiana, 
among which swimming in the 
river holds a prominent place. 

He attended the public schools 
of Ft. Wayne, as well as certain 
other institutions of learning, 
and when he finally turned his 
attention to business, fixed upon 
the hardware trade as an excel- 
lent vehicle for his talents and 
energies. His advent in the 
hardware field was made with 
the firm of MacIntosh Hunting- 
ton & Company, wholesale hard- 
ware dealers in Cleveland, Ohio, 
and here he had an excellent 
opportunity to show the stuff of 
which he is made. For two

In 1909 he left Bassett, Presley & Company, re- 
maining, however, in Cleveland and connecting him- 
self with the firm of J. M. & L. A. Osborn Company 
of that city. After three years of service with the 
Osborn Company, Mr. Beach became connected with 
the Massillon Rolling Mill Company, Massillon, Ohio, 
and is still with them, as one of their most valued 
employes. 

In spite of his erudition and 
study on all that pertains to 
metals, Mr. Beach has occasion- 
ally found time to dabble in 
other matters. For instance, he 
is known as an athlete and a 
devotee of practically every 
kind of sport, and it is currently 
reported that he has the batting 
averages of both the American 
and National Leagues at the tip 
of his tongue, which is some- 
thing of a feat for any man. 
He is also addicted to photog- 
raphy, as an amateur, of course,

Probably it is much easier for some men to meet 
customers with a pleasing smile than it is for 
others. Some men probably are naturally good 
natured, inclined to smile and glad to see friends 
old and new, whether the latter mean money to them 
or not. Others naturally sour or having been 
soured by some recent occurrence, find difficulty in 
showing pleasure that they don’t feel—especially when 
they know the visitor to the store is “just looking,” 
not about to make an immediate purchase. 

Dick Carter, it must be admitted, was one of those 
naturally pleasant men. It was easier for him to 
smile than frown; but that fact did not diminish the 
effect of his pleasantness. Another thing that struck 
me when I was a young fellow was that Mr. Carter 
treated all of his customers alike. He was just as 
either in stature or size of 





pleasant to a small buyer 
purchase—as he was to a large one. 

One time while Mr. Carter was waiting on the 
president of the First National Bank, I noticed his 
pleasant manner with that gentleman but when it 
came my turn to be waited on he greeted me with an 
equally attraetive-smile. 

At another time he was looking after the wants of 
a customer when I came in just a trifle ahead of John 
Bell, who was the “big man” of our town, our 
wealthiest citizen. When Mr. Carter had wrapped up 
the purchase of his customer he turned to the two of 
us and John Bell, who was used to pushing his way 
ahead of others because of his wealth, started to give 
his order. 

Unawed by the financial standing of our local Midas 
I spoke up boldly: “If you please, Mr. Carter, I was 
here first,” and Bell unable to deny this stormed up 
and down while Mr. Carter attended to my needs— 
attended to them as carefully and unhurriedly as if 
he never expected another customer. And. perhaps 
after all John Bell respected him more for his Amer- 
ican independence and in the end bought mere often 
from him than he would have if Mr. Carter had 
toadied to him as many other storekeepers did. 

Dick Carter hadn’t even a speaking acquaintance 
with the word toadyism. He treated rich men and 
women—customers or not—with pleasant, smiling 
politeness, but it was the politeness of an 
equal. He was courteous but he did _ not 
put himself below their level. He attended to 
their wants but he was no sycophant. He wanted 
their trade and he showed that he did, but he would 
not descend to servile fawning to get it. He met his 
customers man to man, giving courtesy and expecting 
it in return; selling goods with the politeness and 
deft dispatch of the trained salesman but depending 
upon the honest worth of his goods and his fair price, 
his carefully selected stock and excellent service to 
make the sales, rather than upon debasing flattery. 

Mr. Carter‘s success might be used as an object 
lesson for the retailers—luckily few and far between 


es 


—who think that to sell goods a man must debase 
himself, must toady to his customers. It is possible 
to be independent but courteous, to make many sale; 
but to keep one’s respect as a freeborn American. 

The noon hour .is the test of many stores—in 
way it is a test of the executive ability of the man at 
the head of the store. . 

To define executive ability is an exceptionally dif- 
ficult thing. We know a man possesses it after we 
have talked to him for a short time, but how we 
know that he possesses it we can not explain. It js 
like personal magnetism—it is apparent neither to the 
eye, ear nor touch, but we know it is there. And in 
my humble opinion personal magnetism is almost 
always present in a good executive. 

Making an attempt to analyze the executive, we 
make these statements—subject to correction by the 
reader. 

A man of executive ability is a man of force. 
You probably cannot call to mind any man who is a 
good executive who does not appear to be a man of 
strong character and forcible personality. But all 
men of forcible character are not good executives. 

Just why, then, are some men of strong person- 
ality not good executives? 

One answer to this is that the good executive is 
liked by his employes—and generally by every one 
who meets him—but this is not true of all men of 
force. The street corner bully may be a man of 
forcible personality as well as of physical strength. 
This does not mean that he has an excellent mind or 
that he is a deep or clear thinker, but his personality 
may be imposing; still the street corner bully is not 
liked. 

In nearly every crowd of small boys there is one 
dominant character, one youngster who by mere 
force of character rules that crowd. They play 
“hide and go seek’? because he wants them to, 
whereas the majority of the crowd may be greatly 
in favor of “going swimmin’” at that particular mo- 
ment. He has his way not only because he is handy 
with his fists, but he is mentally pugnacious. 

Some of these small leaders are liked and admired 
as well as feared by the other boys; others are hated 
by the crowd. The small super-boy that is admired 
as well as obeyed probably will grow up into a good 
executive. 

Force of character and a likable character com- 
bined are necessary for the good executive. Force 
of character alone, as you have seen, is not sufficient. 
A likable nature is not enough. We all of us know 
many men who win our affection in spite of their 
faults, but we never lose sight of the faults. We 
like the man, but we know he is a weak character. 
He can not resist temptation—he is of a vacillating 
tendency—the smallest decision costs him an effort— 
he will never be a successful man—and in most cases 
he is mentally if not physically lazy. .A man may 
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have a host of friends, but be far from a good execu- 
tive. 

\ good executive inspires admiration as well as 
affection. The men under him recognize him as an 
efficient workman. He may accomplish things with 
such little apparent effort that he does not seem to 
be working hard, but the men nearest him realize that 
he is doing things and getting them done. The ex- 
ecutive generally works smoothly, rapidly and with 
little effort. For another thing he is a combination of 
the man with a broad outlook and with a mind 
capable of watching petty details. 

Such a man generally is praised by his men, but 
none of them is familiar with him. He is called 
affectionately “the old man” or “the big boss” or 
“Bill,” behind his back, but he is addressed respect- 
fully when the men are talking to him. 

Now, if you sum up all these characteristics you 
immediately will declare: “But a man with such 
good traits is too much of a paragon. He is the ideal 
business man.” Well enough. The ideal executive is 
the ideal business man, and although paragons are 
rare, ideal executives—or those anywhere approach- 
ing the ideal—are exceptionally rare. 

3ut the laboratory test of the executive is in the 
results he gets. You can go into certain stores and 
without knowing anything about the man who runs it 
you can tell by the results he obtains whether or not 
the man is a good executive. 

And now, after prancing all the way around Rob- 
inson’s barn, we'll get back to Carter’s hardware 
store again. 

The noon hour, as has been said before, is the test 
of the executive. To show what I mean let me take 
three examples. 

Billy Hicklin was liked by his employes but’ not 
admired. He was a poor executive. Go in to his 
hardware store at the noon hour and you would find 
the same conditions that you would find at any other 
time of day—but conditions always were wrong. 
The clerks would be telling stories of fish—such as 
never were seen on land or sea—and they had little 
time to wait on the customers. There was no decep- 
tion in this; they did the same when Billy was pres- 
ent. But unless you liked to swap fish stories when 
you traded you didn’t care for that kind of store 
service. 

Duncan’s hardware store—after he split up with 
Carter—showed the other angle at the noon hour. 
Here also the noon hour was a time of poor service, 
but with a different reason back of it. As soon as 
Mr. Duncan went out to his lunch, the mice began 
to play. The clerks would gather in the back room 
of the store and would practice songs, dances, every- 
thing but salesmanship. On one occasion I waited 
fifteen minutes at noon in Duncan’s store without 
even seeing a clerk, although Mr. Duncan—of neces- 
sity—hired more clerks than any other hardware man 
in town, and kept a sufficient number of them on 
duty at noon. Duncan’s men feared him, admired 
him—perhaps—but they did not like him, and as 
soon as his back was turned they acted like a lot of 
schoolboys when the teacher leaves the room. 

At Carter’s one found exactly the same service at 


noon time as one found at any other time. Dick 
Carter was a good executive—his men liked him as 
well as respected him. Although he never spied on 
his clerks, never sneaked back before his customary 
time, the clerks gave the same kind of prompt and 
courteous service at noon time as they did when the 
“boss man” was present. 

Naturally there was less trade at noon, so that the 
clerks had time to talk together and to the custom- 
ers, but they never allowed the pleasures of conversa- 
tion to interfere with the duties of salesmanship. 

A new clerk for the first few days at Carter's 
might have the impression that when the proprietor 
left at noon the bars were down and he might play; 
but if he had such an impression the first sign of 
laxness on his part was met with a severe “call 
down”—not by the boss, but by one of his fellow 
clerks. 

The impression made by a store during the noon 
hour is an important one, for some men rarely or 
never see a hardware store at any other hour. A 
man going to work at eight and quitting at six, work- 
ing Saturday night, also, perhaps, such as a depart- 
ment store clerk, cigar store or other clerk, must buy 
his hammers and baseballs at noon. He works the 
same hours as the hardware clerk and the noon hour 
is his only time for buying. He goes to the store that 


has the best noon hour service.

IRON FENCES THAT BEAUTIFY THE FARM-

On a farm it is perfectly consistent to have a busi- 
ness-like looking fence around the portion of the 
farm that is devoted to the business of farming; that 
is, to have a meadow, or a corn field, or a cow yard 
surrounded by a barb wire fence is perfectly in keep- 
ing with the purposes to which the land is devoted; 
but to have such a fence around the house does not 
seem to be separating it from the place of business 
as the farmer ought to do. 

His house is his home, his fields are part of his 
business plant, and the two should not be too closely 
mixed up. A farmer should decorate the lot around 
the house to make it look home-like. He probably 
will want to beautify the house surroundings merely 
for the sake of the pleasure he derives from the 
appearance of it. Among other things he must con- 
sider, when he is trying to improve the appearance 
of the yard around the house, is the fence around the 
yard. On the road side of the yard, at least, if not 
on the other sides, he probably will want a decora- 
tive fence.

Now, before you mentally reply to this suggestion 
that you are a very busy man and that you haven’t 
time to dress a window, consider this point: 

You'll grant that a good window display is a trade 
pulling ad.

United States patent No. 1,062,897 has been granted 
to Albert B. Diss of Newark, New Jersey, for a caster. 
Mr. Diss has assigned the patent to the Universal Cas- 
ter & Foundry Company of New York City, a cor- 
poration of New Jersey. The device consists of a cas- 
ter wheel, jaws, a pintle, and a leg mount structure 

















consisting of two superimposed leg-supporting disks 
and a separate leg-mount ring or member secured be- 
tween the disks, with frictional means so attached as 
to act within a tubular leg for securing the disks 
thereto. The pintle socket is rigid with the disks. One 
of the disks has portions which are adapted to receive 
and hold the foot of the tubular leg. 





&, PHILADELPHIA SCHOOLBOY ASTOUNDS 
MATHEMATICIANS BY INVENTING A 
TRISECTOR OF ANGLES. 





What prominent authorities on higher mathe. 
matics declare to be the greatest invention of its 
kind is being demonstrated by its inventor, Sydney 
A. Gross, a 16-year-old student of the Central High 
School of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The device is 
an angle sector which mathematicians say is capable 
of dividing an angle not a right angle, and which 
they say has proved erroneous the prevailing theory 
since Euclid’s time that there was no_ practical 
method of trisecting such angles. 

This statement will be of special interest to all 
Cornice and many Sheet Metal Works, which find it 
necessary to apply triangulation in laying out patterns. 

Among the mathematicians who have used the 
boy’s sector and found that it is true are Prof. M. J. 
Babb, University of Pennsylvania; Prof. Samuel k. 
Brecht of the scientific department of the Central 
High School, Philadelphia; Prof. David Eugene 
Smith, author of mathematical text books and pro- 
fessor of higher mathematics at Columbia University, 
and Prof. Jonathan S. Rorer, William Penn High 
School, Philadelphia. 

Gross’ device is made of cardboard shaped like an 
eight-pointed star, and is divided into four large com- 
partments along two axes. Each compartment is di- 
vided into eight subdivisions and the points joined 
together so that a complete series of rectangles «re 
formed and which may be moved about by means of 
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flexible hinges. To divide an angle the device is 
placed over the angle and its hinges worked so that it 
forms the ‘required section. It will make three 
groups of twin triangles, which are equal, and every 
group of two angles is one-third of the entire angle. 

Dr. Rorer, in commenting on the invention, Said: 
“Since 180 B. C. the only known method of trisecting 
an angle has been by higher curves. But this makes 
practical the trisection of an angle.” Other mathe- 
maticians expressed similar views, and declare that 
it will be of inestimable value to the architects and 
mechanical draftsmen and in the mechanical arts 
where it is often necessary to make such divisions 
for the construction of polygon figures. 





INVENTOR OF COMPOUND SPRING HINGE 
GRANTED PATENT. 


Oscar Katzenberger of Chicago, Illinois, has been 
eranted United States patent No. 1,063,128 for a com- 
pound spring-hinge. The device consists of a hinge 
with a frame which enables it to be secured to a dsor 
with a stationary cam arranged in the frame. The 
frame is so adapted as to pivot around the stationary 
cam. The frame is formed with alined slots and a 
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roller which presses against the cam, the ends of the 
roller being so formed as to fit into the slots. Anti- 
friction means surround the ends of the rollers, while 
there is a reciprocating member which, upon pressing 
against the roller, causes the latter to press against 
the cam, with a spring pressing against one end of 
the frame and against the reciprocating member.

RECORD PRODUCTION OF GRINDSTONES 
AND PULPSTONES. 





The value of the grindstones and pulpstones pro- 
duced in the United States in 1912 was the greatest 
in the history of the industry, being $916,339, an in- 
crease over the output for 1911 of $9,023, according 
to Frank J. Katz, of the United States Geological 
Survey, in an advance chapter from “Mineral Re- 
sources for 1912.” 

The increase appears in the value of the pulp- 
stones, the “value of grindstones having declined 
slightly compared with 1911. The grindstone indus- 
try, however, is in a normally healthy condition, and 
although the output for 1910 was slightly below that 
for 1909, the recent advance in value of production 
has been steady, barring of course the depression in 
the grindstone and all other industries in 1908. 

The States producing grindstones in I9I12 were 
Ohio, Michigan, West Virginia, Montana, and Utah, 
the production of the first two States named being 
by far the most important. Ohio, as usual, main- 
tained the leading position in the industry, the value 
of the grindstone production of the State being be- 
tween six and seven times that of Michigan. Ohio 
also produced pulpstones. 

The value of the imports of grindstones also in- 
creased in I912, amounting to $131,080, compared 
with $123.727 in 1911. This is the greatest importa- 
tion recorded during the last five years. 


The value of the production of grindstones in 
Canada in 1912 amounted to $44,290, as compared 
with $52,942 in IQII.

THE HYFLO SYSTEM OF HEATING. 


BY A. I. H. V. E. 

There can be little doubt that the present is the day of 
Heating by Hot Water with an accelerated circulation. This 
development became inevitable when engineers first began to 
realize the comparatively low head available for circulation 
of the heating water, when temperature difference alone is 
relied upon for the motive force of propulsion. The present 
situation has been of gradual growth and reached by stages. 
The “Two-pipe” system gave way to the “One-pipe system,” 


The patentees give_a very interesting explanation of the 
working of the Hyflo system, which is said to be independ. 
ent of temperature differences. The system of piping to. 
gether with the tank forms a complete and continuous 
water circuit, the highest portion of which flows above the 
general level of the water in the expansion tank, and js 
held up in the syphon by atmospheric pressure. The prin- 
ciple of the syphon is too well known to need repetition here, 
that the higher the syphon is extended above the water leye! 
the less becomes the pressure at the crown of the syphon, 
It is also equally well known that hot water vapour rises at a 
lower temperature under conditions of, a reduction of pres- 
sure, and it is claimed that the expansive effect produces 
quite extraordinary results in the way of circulation, and 
the water movement is effected without respect to the levels 
of the pipes or their position in relation to the boiler. 

The patentees inform us that a large number of systems 
are now working in various parts of the country, many of 
which would be impossible with a “gravity” circulation, 
while the pipe sizes are very much smaller than with the 
latter method. 

The “Hyflo” circulation is perfectly regular, and move- 
ment of the water is established immediately the fire is 
lighted and does not first require to reach a high temperature.

which in turn was displaced by the “Drop” system, with 
high “risers,” each succeeding method possessing some ad- 
vantage—real or alleged—over the others in the direction 
of an increase of circulating head, with corresponding greater 
velocity and consequent reduction of pipe sizes. Then fol- 
lowed mechanically propelled systems with pumps of va- 
rious forms, driven by external power, and finally, various 
automatic systems, employing some method of converting 
some part of the heat generated by the boiler into available 
work for circulating water previously heated in the boiler 
or heater, through the pipes, and radiators. 

Speaking from a purely theoretical- standpoint, it may 
astonish the unthinking person what a relatively minute quan- 
tity of heat, converted into work, would be necessary to 
maintain a rapid circulation in a hot water system. For 
example, in an average system having a capacity of 350,000 
B. T. U. per hour (or about 1,500 sq. ft. of direct radiation), 
this heat equivalent of the power necessary for circulation 
would be about 1,300 B. T. U. or equal to the emission of 
8 square feet of radiating surface for one hour. 

The “Hyflo” System, which is the subject of our article, 
claims to approach as nearly to this ideal, as it is possible to 
go and that there can be no doubt that surprising results 
are obtained, is evident from the illustration which we give 
of a system which was erected at a country house at Ashton 
Upthorpe, England, for a well-known consulting engineer. 
A glance at this illustration will show that the arrangement 
of the piping is quite unusual and rise and fall in what seems 
a reckless manner but, in spite of which the flow through 
the apparatus is perfectly smooth and even, and is not in 
the least degree “jerky” in character, although it is more 
rapid under a high temperature than a low one.

PATTERNS FOR AN INCLINE MOULD INTER- 
SECTING A PILASTER. 


BY O. W. KOTHE. 

In church architecture, where there are a series of 
pilasters and also of coping mouldings, and while it 
does not generally happen that these intersect, yet it is 
difficult to know when one of this order may be en- 
countered, and in which case this principle can be 
readily applied. First draw the plan of the pilaster to 
the required shape, then draw thé profile A to the de- 
sired design, after which divide all curved lines in

equal spaces. From all these points project lines until 
they intersect the plan of the pilaster, as shown in 
points 1-2-3, etc. Next erect lines and construct the 
elevation for pilaster, and then draw a line 11-11 to the 
required pitch, and reproduce profile A to the position, 
as shown by profile B. Now from all these points in 
profile B extend lines parallel with 11-11 until they 
meet similar numbered lines erected from all points in 
plan, as shown in points 1-2-3-4, etc. Through these 
points trace your curved line and you have the true 
miter line between the moulding and the pilaster. 

For the pattern pick the stretchout from profile “B” 
and step it off on the line at right angles to the eleva- 
tion for moulding, as shown from 1 to 11. From 
these points draw your stretchout lines indefinitely and 
from all points in the true miter line project lines until 
they meet lines in stretchout having the same number, 


as shown by 1’-2’-3’, etc. Through all these points 
trace a line and the pattern for the moulding butting 
against the pilaster is finished. 
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PATTERN FOR A GUSSET PLATE BETWEEN A 
BOILER AND STACK. 





BY EWALD A. DINGLER. 

The gusset plates shown at A-A in view of boiler 
are intended to add lateral strength to the stack, and 
to prevent its weight from resting entirely on a com- 
paratively small space on the boiler sheet; in other 
words, to distribute the weight of the stack over a 
larger area. 

First draw the end elevation, as shown, and then 
the side elevation of the boiler section and of stack. 
To draw the line of intersection T-A-E between boiler 
and stack, describe half profile (N) and (N”), and 
divide space in equal parts, as profile (N), 1’, 2’, 3’, 
etc., and profile (N”)1, 2, 3, etc. From all points 1’, 
2’, 3’, etc., at profile (N) draw vertical lines, parallel 
to the outline of stack until they intersect outline of 
boiler, thus establishing points a, b, c, d, etc., in end 
elevation. Next draw vertical lines and parallel to 
outline of stack from points f, 2, 3, 4, etc., from pro- 
file (N’’) in side elevation, draw these lines indefi- 
nitely. 

Now from points a, b, c, d, etc., in end elevation, 
draw horizontal lines until they intersect correspond- 
ing vertical lines drawn from profile (N”). From 
points a, b, c, ete., draw horizontal lines until hori- 
zontal line a intersects vertical line 1; thus establish- 
ing point a’, and‘again, a horizontal line from point b 
until it intersects vertical line 2, establishing point b’. 
Continue this way until all points are located, as 
through these points intersection line T-A-E is then 
traced. 

The next step is to find the line of intersection be- 
tween gusset plate, boiler and stack. Draw line A-B 
with the 60° triangle and line B-C with the 45° tri- 
angle. Where vertical lines 6, 7, 8, etc., cross line 
A-B points 10, 11, 12 are established and from these 
points draw lines indefinitely and parallel to line B, 
C. From points a’ b’ c’ d’ draw horizontal lines to 
the right until they intersect lines 10, I1, 12 in gusset 
plate; thus locating points 13, 14, 15. Through points 
13, 14, 15 line of intersection A’, C’ is then traced. 
From points A, 10, 11, 12 and B draw lines indefi- 
nitely towards section (E) and parallel to line B, C, 
on these lines at a convenient place draw line X-W 
at right angle. Next take distance 5-4 from profile 
(N”) carry to section (E) and there with o as center 
strike points 4° and 6°. Again take distance 5, 3 from 
profile (N”); carry to section (E) ; with o’ as center, 
strike points 3° and 7°. Continue this way until all 
points are located, through which curve is then traced 
for section (E). To develop pattern for gusset plate, 
draw line A-P at right angle to line B, C. On this 


line step off spaces 1’’’, 2’’”’, 3’, etc., equal to spaces 
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1°, 2°, 3°, etc., from section (E) and draw lines from 
these points indefinitely at right angle to line A-P. 

Now from points 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, etc., draw lines 
parallel to line A-P until they intersect corresponding 
lines, as from point 10 draw a line until it intersects 
line 2’ and 8’”, and again from points 11 draw line 
until it intersects line 3’ and 7”’. Continue this way 
until all lines in pattern for gusset plate are inter- 
sected by parallel lines drawn from points in eleva- 
tion of gusset plate, as this will then.establish points 
through which curved outline of pattern for gusset 
plate is traced. 

For opening in boiler, draw vertical line T-T and on 
this line step off points a, b, c, etc., equal to spaces 
a, b, c in end elevation. From points a, b, c, etc., in 
opening draw horizontal lines. Now from points a’, 
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Pattern for- stack

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Weekly Trade and Market Report 


Trade Tendencies Up to Going to Press Compiled From Reliable Sources 











STEEL. 

The steel situation is practically unchanged. Prices 

remain at the same level as during the preceding week. 

With such conditions true one would think that 

the steel market was quiet, but such does not seem 
to be the case—it is more like a river which shows a 
smooth surface on top, although there is turmoil un- 
derneath. Now without meaning to imply that the 
steel market is in a turmoil or likely to be in one, 
here are the conditions that seem to be affecting this 
market and probably will affect it more within a short 
time. Production of steel is going on at what is prac- 
tically a record rate, but it has been a long time since 
new business decreased noticeably. Meanwhile sum- 
mer is approaching, when the demand may be ex- 
pected to fall off and there are few that predict that 
there will be any change for the better before August 
—in fact only the most optimistic believe that there 
will be any improvement during that month. 

The question then is: “What is becoming and what 
will become of all the steel that is being turned out?” 

The explanation that is most generally accepted is 
that for one thing the contracts that are on the books 
were placed by buyers who had actual need of the 
steel. They were the real consumers of it or were 
buying for real consumers. There were enough new 
projects on hand to require the amount of steel that 
has been contracted for. 

In the second place the buyer is trying to work the 
steel off as fast as he can get it. In other words, the 
situation works out somewhat like this: The buyer 
has contracted with the steel producers and agrees to 
take a certain amount of steel. That buyer now 
believes that the market is about to go down and he 
is trying as hard as he can to get rid of the steel 
before there is a drop in the market. For that reason 
he wants an immediate delivery. 

This causes a queer state of affairs; there is a 
demand for rapid deliveries, which usually is the 
case when the market is strong, but in this case it 
means simply that the buyer of the steel thinks that 
the market is weak and he is trying to stand from 
under, 

The mills also, although they may not wish to 
admit it, have somewhat the same feeling. They are 
not sure of the future and they want to get their 
product to the buyer before anything happens. For 
this reason they are pushing the production of steel 
at a record rate. 

With such topsy turvy conditions in the market it 
is a hard thing to make any sort of prediction as to 
what will happen even in the very near future. 

The prices are, Pittsburgh quotations: Bars, 
sheets and plates, f. o. b. Pittsburgh, mill shipment, 
steel bars, $1.46-$1.45; sheets, black, 28-gauge, $2.35 ; 
galvanized, 28-gauge, $3.40-3.50; blue annealed, 10- 
gauge, $1.75; tank plates base, $1.45-1.50; steel piling 
base, $1.60. 





TIN PLATE. 

In a generally gloomy market tin plate continue 
to be a shining exception. The market for tin plate 
apparently has not been affected by the adverse busi- 
ness conditions and the falling prices of the other 
metal products. 

The. reports from abroad state that inquiries are 
holding up well and that the recent large buying has 
kept the market firm. The American reports declare 
that new orders are being booked, specifications con- 
tinue with pleasing volume, and that there is some 
pressure for early deliveries. 

Terne plates, especially, are in demand, with the 
orders and specifications in excess of the supply. 
Many of the mills are working hard to make prompt 
deliveries. 

Prices continue unchanged from last week. The 
figures are: For prompt and future shipment f. o. b. 
mill, coke tins, 14x20 I. C., $3.75; 14x20 100 pounds, 
$3.60; 95 pounds, $3.55; 90 pounds, $3.50; eight 
pound coated ternes, 20x28, I. C., $7.20; 20x28, 200, 
$6.90. 

NAILS AND WIRE 

The prices of wire and nails continue unchanged 
from last. week and the week before. Wire prod- 
ucts, however, are moving slowly and some of the 
mills are believed to have curtailed their output to a 
certain extent. The prices follow: Car load lots to 
jobber, cut nails, $1.70; wire nails, $1.80; wire prices, 
plain wire, $1.60; plain galvanized, $2.00; barbed 
painted, $1.80; barbed galvanized, $2.20. 





TIN. 

The tin market still is on the decline. Prices have 
dropped somewhat since last week and they may drop 
still further. The reason for the falling prices is not 
easy to figure out. At the end of last week the fact 
that consumption was falling off in America was 
brought home to the foreign operators by the publi- 
cation of the American statistics. These figures 
showed that deliveries had fallen off 1,500 tons for 
the first five months of the year compared with last 
year. The prospects are that the general statistics 
will show an increase in the visible supply of the 
world about 3,000 tons, 

Having admitted that the actual conditions are not 
favorable the next question that faces the tin men 
is whether this unfavorable showing has been dis- 
counted by the drop in prices which has already taken 
place. For another thing the supply of the consumers 
must be running low. It is not possible for this 
amount of buying to continue very long, for the con- 
sumers soon must come into the market, since the) 
have bought little during the last few months. 

The prices now are low and it would seem that tlc 
consumers ought to be attracted by these low price

COPPER. 

if one were to judge from statistics alone, the cop- 
per market ought to be strong, for the reports from 
Europe show that there has been a decrease in the 
visible supply of about 2,500 tons, while the Amer- 
ican statistics which are to be published on June 9th, 
it is predicted, will show a decrease in the producers 
stock of at least 15,000,000 and may be 20,000,000 
pounds. Ris 

To balance these figures we have actual conditions 
as follows: Profit taking by the operators abroad, 
which is tending to depress the market; small de- 
mand, an extensive covering of the requirements of 
the consumers, has brought about a dull market in 
which about the only orders are what are known as 
“filling in” or supplementary, with which consumers 
are trying to meet extra needs beyond the amount 
that has been contracted for; the decline in securities 
and a nervous feeling in regard to the future of the 
general business situation. 

These conditions have proved of more weight than 
the favorable figures and the market has gone down 
somewhat. 

The quotations are nominal: Standard spot to Au- 
gust, $14.87 offered; electrolytic, $15.10-15.20; lake. 
$15.35-15.45; casting, $15.00-15.12%. 


ZINC. 

Towards the end of last week there was a trifling 
decline in the price of second grade zinc ores. Prices 
on other grades, however, remain the same. Sheet 
zinc is selling f. o. b. smelter at $7.50 and zinc ore at 
from $42 to $46. 


P:G IRON. 

The pig iron market apparently is in a bad state. 
With prices somewhat lower there has been no pick- 
ing up in the amount of the demand. If the bottom 
of the market had been reached there would have 
been increased buying at the present low figures, but 
apparently there is no more buying than there was 
before. With prices the lowest of the year, the East- 
ern market shows the most signs of life. Sales of 
25,000 tons are reported from that district. 

Meanwhile the makers have started curtailing the 
output, thirteen furnaces being blown out during the 
month of May. 

The pig iron men have been stating so frequently 
that the bottom of the price hill had been reached that 
one is doubtful of the reliability of their statements, 
but it would seem that an upward turn is about due. 
There have been inquiries in the eastern market that 
would indicate that 50,000 tons are needed and there 
are many signs that an active buying movement will 
be started soon. 

The Birmingham market has fallen off 25 cents a 
ton.

Rogers, Brown & Company’s Cincinnati market re- 
port for June 7, 1913: 


Last week the pig iron market locally was quiet and 
while buyers express themselves as being confident in regard 
to the future and business for the most part appears good 
with pressing demands on them and promising outlook, they 
are only buying for immediate needs. 

Prices on Southern iron are most irregular and while 
some deals of size have been made, the prices apparently 
have no relation to cause and effect, but are made according 
to the circumstances surrounding each deal. Manufacturers 
are not going after business at existing figures, but when 
offers are made or responsible business appears they are con- 
sidered carefully. 

Local conditions do not represent those elsewhere, as the 
situation has changed for the better in one or two of the 
Eastern and the Middle Western districts. In the West sen- 
timent created through the favorable crop reports, while 
without definiteness, is accepted as being an indication of the 
ideas of those most closely in touch with the metal consum- 
ing trade. 

Consumption is going on at a high rate and the current 
output is being shipped on contracts so that accumulations 
can be said to be negligible. 

In the finished linesthe situation is much the same, the 
demand for steel showing no imprevement to speak of, and 
while there are many consumers in need of material they 
are not inclined to enter the market at the present time ex- 
cept for the most pressing requirements. 

It is reported that in the Pittsburgh district, in spite of 
the heavy production going on now, no iron is being piled 
in the furnace yards in the valley and stocks were never 
lower than they are running today. The same is true of 
stocks on consumers’ yards. Each week brings the market 
nearer a point where some marked action must be taken, and. 
realizing this, those furnaces 1n position to do so are making 
no effort to encourage business at the present time. 

Coke continues strong and prices are firm. The idea ‘of 
producers in regard to furnace coke particularly are entirely 
out of keeping with the balance of the iron and coke ‘trade. 
The fine demand for coal is undoubtedly having its effect in 
bringing about a reduced production of coke, operators aim- 
ing to sell coal at existing figures to greater profit than tu 
turn it into coke. 


Matthew Addy & Company’s market report, June 
7, 1913: 


More inquiry and more interest in prices are the 
features of the iron market. Demand for steel-making 
irons is particularly heavy. At the present time half a 
dozen of the large independent mills are ready to buy 
and are simply waiting to be tempted by prices that ap- 
pear sufficiently low. Buyers themselves are taking the 
liberty of making their own prices. That is the pecu- 
liarity of the present market. The worst of the thing is 
—speaking from the standpoint of the iron master—that 
the buyers have been able to get away with it. Of course 
the time is coming—and it may be here now—when the 
downward course of the market will be stayed.. There 
is no doubt that when purchasers hear the dull thud of 
prices striking the bottom they will make a simultaneous 
rush to place their orders and history will repeat itself. 
Today Southern No. 2 is $11.50 and Northern No. 2 is 
$14.75, with but few furnaces able to figure out a profit.

shutters. a 

The one favorable feature of the situation is that 
most consumers are busy and the prospects are zood. 
But there is a universal hope that Washington will not 
long dally with the great vital questions of the tariff and 
banking reform, for it is realized that until these matters 
are definitely concluded business will be unsettled. As 
it is now, everyone is apprehensive and a mood of timid- 
ity is not good for trade.
